® festival that she witnesssd in China. 
She says: 

Paak-taoi is, I must explain, oue of th 
moet gopular Chinese gcds. He is supposed 
once to have lived on earth, to bave beey 
fond of birds and very kind tothem. Every 
year, in the month of Apri’, = celebration 
is held in his honor. 

This festival, which I saw in the grea: 
southern City of Canton, lasts for tirce 
days. Shops are closed and services held 
every morning and afternoon in the cod's 


fine temple. On the second evening a 
curious and brilliant procession passed 
through the principal streets. 

First marcoed the bearers of huge, white 
lanterns emblazoned with Paak taoi’s name 
acd titles. ihey were followed by abou: 
a hundred boys carrying richly embroidered 
banners. Then came the history trays. 
These were wooden platforms covered with 
clay hgures pT. to represent diflerent 
scenes in Paak-taoi’s life. He was shown 
feeding birds, setting their broken legs and 
seaching them tricks.

Men Whe Died from the Prick ef a Needle 
—A Man Whese End Cam: by Caltiag 
His Finger with a Sheet ef Paper—The 
Pretean Forms in Which Death Comes 
te the Human Race. 


The records of every accident insurance 
company afford innumerable instances of 
the insecurity of our tenure of life, and 
furnish many illustrations of the ease with 
which aman can be killed. Not a day 
passes but that thousands of seamstresses 
and tailors prick their fingers with their 
needles, and nothing is thought of the 
accident, if it can be called such, but at 
least a dozen deaths are recorded from 
this cause alone during the last ten yearr 
A few months agoa man in Massachusetts 
cut his finger with the sharp edge of a 
sheet of paper while folding a letter; th® 
wound, slight as it was, suppurated, 
tlood-poiscning set in, and he dieda few 
days later. A New York shoemaker, while 
drawing a wated efd tight, gashed his 
thumb with the thread, and diedin ten 
days. Aman in Philadelphia died a few 
years ago from paring @ corn too closely, 
and another in Boston froma small cut 
accidentally inflicted while cutting his 
thumb nail. A woman of Baltimore, while 
biting her finger-nails, bit into the quick, 
and died in two weeks, while a stone bruise, 
that common aiffl ction of barefooted youth, 
proved fatal toa boy of New Jersey. A 
few months ago a farmer in Ohio died from 
being kicked by a hog. He, with another 
man, having tied the beast, was placing it 
in a wagon, when it suddenly gave a violent 
kick, struck him in the abdomen with its 
hind feet, and caused an injury of which 
he died in a few days. S:iil stranger was 
the case of a gentleman in New York who 
died a couple of years ago from the eifects 
of a mote in his eye, It gave him much 


pain, but he would not neglect his business 
to go to an oculist, and the day after the 
mote had effected a lodgment the eye was 
so greatly swoilen that the oculist could do 
nothing save make efforts to reduce the 
inflammation. Attempts in thie direction 
were, however, in vain ;the swelling con- 
tinued,and epread over one side of his face, 
crysipelas set in, and in a week the man 
wasdead. Quite as novel was the taking 
ou of a gentieman in London in 1891.

His 
vouthtul fiancee objected to them, and, 
to please her, he permitted her to pull 
them out. The next day he noticed a 
slight inflammation and irritation of the 
skin where the hairs had been removed, but 
thought little of it. A day later the in- 
flammation had developed to an alarming 
extent, and he sent for a physician,but, in 
spite of all that could be done to save him, 
he died in a week. 


DEATH FROM A KISS, 


Inetances of mothers dying of diphtheria 
after kissing their children 11l of the same 
disea-e are numerous, but are in no way 
remarkable, as the communication of the 
virus in such a case is easily understood, 
That a lover should die trom kissing his 
sweetheart who was afilicted with a sore 
mouth is not, however, socommon. Such 
a case is recorded as having occurred in 
Massachusetts some yearsago. The young 
woman had what in familiar phrase is 
known asa fever blister, but the young 
fellow who was unfortunate enough to win 
her regard did not propose to allow a little 
thing like that to interfere with his happi- 
ness, so, during the course of hie visit, 
mace at a time when the fever blister “was 
in its glory, he kiseed her, preaumably 
several times, as he was accustomed to do, 
A day ortwo later, the young lady's lipe 
were quite well again, but thoee of the 
young map had broken out with smali 
sores, and the twain made merry over the 
fact that he had caught the fever blisters 
from her. Merriment on the subject did 
not long continue, however, for the sores 
became malignant ulcers, whose progresa 
could not be, or at least was not, checked 
by medical skill, and in less than six weeks 
the man died, a genuine victim of Curid. 
Not « day passes but that, during the 
course of it, duzens of youngsters are 
prodded with pins by facetious cumrades, 
and beyond the momentary annoyance, n0 
result is noticed, but the practice may 
sometimes be deadly, as shown by a case in 
Philadelphia tome years ago. According 
to the statement of the.case, as made in a 
medical journal, the boys concerned were 
at school when one humorously inserted a 
pin into the anatomy of the other for the 
purpose of making him jamp. He jumped 
accordingly, swore in a whieper at the is 
who had perforated hie cuticle, and, in 
diplomatic language, ‘‘ the incident was 
supposed to be cloeed.” That it was not, 
‘however, was attested by the appearance a 
tew daya later of what the sufferer desig- 
nated a ‘sore piace” in the region pene- 
trated by the pin. The ** sore place” ex- 
tended its limita, the boy petit rg pers 
his mother applied some simple remedy 
without result. The boy grew wores, a 
doctor was calied, and found that blood 
poisoning had set in. Tne boy lingered a 
tew days and die: of the injury, and upon 
an investigation being made it was dis- 
covered that the pin used was rusty. 


SLIGHT WOUNDS AND LOCKJaw, 


Trifling injuries, euch ae that just dee 
ecribed, are more frequently followed by 
tetanus than by any otier form of disease, 
and the weil-known dread of this terrible 
affliction is justified by the comparative 
frequency with which it occurs, Ite severity 
is apparently eo dispreportionate to the 
ostensible injury as to influence physicians 
to look elsewhere for the origin than in the 
trifling wounc, cut or bruise, which some 
are now disposed to regard rather as the 
occasion than as the cause. Leaving this 
issuetote settled oy thedoctors themselves, 
it is certaigly very remarkabie to observe 
how slight ere the wounds that bring on or 
seem to bring on this generally fatal <dte- 
ease. In Chi efor veagadiarape 12 
scratched bis with the point of is 
knife blade and died of lockjaw in ten days ; 
ip Philadelphia a man jumped suddenly out 
of bed, one entered the 
sole of his foot, and died in a wesk ; in the 
same city another case occurred from the 
extraction of a tooth ; in Boston, eo man 
wore an uneasy shoe, abraded the skin or 
the aide of his foot, fell a victim to tetanus 
and died in afortnight. In Washington a 
clerkit one of the departments went fiehing, 
and, thinking he bad a bite, jerked ap the

line vigorously and caught the hook in the 
thumb the other hand. The —— was 
very elight, and was a tly almost 
healed, whee the s : probe: on and he 
mever recovered. In San Francisco & 
case is recorded reaulting trom @ projecting 
nail in the sole of the shoe. In London a 
patient died ffom a bruise in the palm. He 
was buckster, and in disputing with a 
housekeeper about his pay. for some vege- 
tables furnished, he brought down his open 
band with force on a table hy which both 
were standing. A child’s marbie lay on the 
table, and made a bruise in the center of 
his palm. He thought nothing of it, but it 
resulted in tetanus and death. Farmers 
have taken it from thrusting the tines of a 
pitch-fork into their hande or feet ; carpen- 
ters have died of it trom punctures made 
by rusty nails ; it has been caused by the 
bites of serpents in the hands or feet of the 
victims ; the bites of dogs or cats have been 
known to occasion it, and in three or four 
well-authenticated instances it has been 
induced by the bites or stings of wasps, 
bees, ants and mosquitoes. One of the most 
terribly fata! of ali diseases, it seems totaily 
out of proportion to the ostensible cause 
that produces it. 


THE TRAGEDY OF DEATH. 


There seems indeed to have been an 
unusually large element of tragedy in the 
death of many famous men, whoee lives 
were cast in lines so peagefui that violence 
at the closing scene seems singwarly 
inappropriate. There appears to be a 
poetic propriety in the acsasination of 
Caesar, in the murder of Pompey, in the 
suicide of Hannibal, in the taking off of 
Turenne, and Wallenstein, and Charles 
XIL_ They were men of the sword, and it 
was natural that they should perish by the 
sword. But in the case of men of letters, 
tragedy hae no place at the end, and it is 
therefore-remarkable that so meny should 
die under tragic circumstances. ‘Both 
Homer and Aristotie, according to tradi- 
tion, died of a broken heart; Euripides 
was torn to pieces by savage dogs ; Alexie, 
the lyric poet, fell dead on the stage while 
reciting ; Hesiod was murdered ; Cleanthes 
and Aristarchus.starved themselves to 
death; Peregrinus Proteus burned himeelf 
to death at the Olympic games; Demos- 
thenes poisoned himself; Menander and 
Terence were both drowned; Lucretius 
went mad and committed suicide ; ap did 
Thomas Creech, his English translator, 
who, a few days before the fatal act, made 
the curious note, ‘* Mem. Next Friday I 
hang myself,” and carried out his intention. 
Silius Italicus starved to death with 
cancer of the stomach; Horace died of 
grief at the loss of his patron Maecenas ; 
Gallus and Macer resorted to wold 
steel; Cicero and Boethius were assas- 
sinated; Lucan anticipated the order of the 
Emperor for his execution by taking his 
own life, opening his veins ina warm bath, 
thus following the example of his uncle, 
Seneca; the same fate was cheerfully 
encountered by Petronius Arbiter; Pliny 
died at Vesuvius; Duns S:otus was buried 
alive; Moliere died on the stage while 
personating the character of «a sick man; 
Falconer was drowned at sea; John Palm- 
er, the English actor, fell dead on the 
Stage us he pronounced the words in his 
part, “There ie another and a better 
worid;” Lee was found dead in a street of 
London, having falien while drunk, been 
covered by the snow and run over by a 
dray; Peter Motteaux was found strangled; 
Marvell was tound dead; Fulka Greville, 
better knowa as Lord Brooke, was stabbed 
by aservant; Melebranche died of a hem- 
orrhage induced by a dispute with Bark. 
eley about the existence of matter; 
Santuel died from accidentally drinking 
wine into which enuff had fallen; Shadweil 
and Bourdelot died of overdoses of opium ; 
Shenstone of sleeping in a cart, having 
quarreled with her mistreas and going out 
of doors to sleep in order to spite her; 
Mason and Lamb of a fali; Dean Fletcher 
of too much smoking; Bacon of a sudden 
chill caused by exposure while making an 
experiment, and Lulli, the great French 
composer, of striking his toe with a cane 
he was using as a baton. 

TENACITY OF LIFE. 


In view of the case with which men slip 
out of life on the least pretext and some- 
times with none at all, there is some com- 
fort in the fact thatnumerous instances are 
known of men hanging on to existence with 
a tenacity that deties the most serious in- 
juries. Nature seems to strikea medium, 
more satisfactory in the general contempla- 
tion than in the particular application, and 
where she deals out death to suine through 
the means of altogether insignificant every- 
day occurrences and incidents of apparently 
no moment, preserves the lives of others in 
spite of the most ghastly wounds and 
mutilations. Men have lived for years 
with both armeand both legs gone, and 
four great sappurating eores at the places 
where the amputations had been made, They 
have survived’ bullet holes through their 
heads and knife wounds in their hearts; tney 
have lived on with portions of the brain 
removed by the surgeon’s knife ; they have 
lived on with one lung gone and the other 
doing very little work ; they have continued 
to live even with some degree of comfort 
with holes in their stomachs, through which 
the processes of digestion could be observed; 
they have had their ekuils partly cut away, 
their ribe iaken out, their internal mechan- 
ism cut to pieces and readjusted, their 
whole bodily economy deranged in auch a 
way that life would seem to be an impostie 
bility. Men have survived broken arms, 
legs’ and backs ; men have outlived broken 
necke ; men have continued their exiatence 
with every bodily organ in such. a state of 
degeneration and decay that they ought to 
have been dead years before they actually 
died. They have come out of railroad 
wrecks with almost every important bone 
in the body broken, and in a few montis 
have gone back to work. They have sur- 
vived falis where escape trom instant death 
seemei impossible. In Denver a few years 
ago a boy leaned out of a hotel window, 
fell 53 feet 4 inches, came down on a brick 
pavement on his head and shoulders, and 
in three weeks was back at hie o!d place, 
with not a bone broken and oniy « few 
bruises as reminders of the terribie incident. 
When such au wcident as this is contrasted 
with that in New York last month when a 
man was kilied by fa'ling off an ot:oman, 
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it tenda to make converte to the doctrine!

Some of these causes are the opening 
up of new countries and the extension 
of agriculture there, and in old settled 
ones as well; the introduction. of im- 
provements in machinery and imple 
ments, wheceby the farmer is enabled

They can come in an establieh themselves 
with much lese capital than in the prairie 
country, for there 18 plenty of timber for 
building log houses, and there is any 
amount of employment during the winter. 
On St Joseph’s Island, where there is not 
an acre of bad land, the settlers are now 
weil off, and possess a substantial ehare of 
this world’s goods although when they 
came in they were as poor as they could 
be. On the rorth shore of Manitoulin 
Island are settied a large number of people 
from the more populous centres of the 
province. They came well provided with 
capital, and have several saw mills in 
operation, which give employment to many 
reons.” 

‘What about the climate 2” the reporter 
suggested. 

“The climate of Thunder Bay is as well 
adapted for the growth of cereals of all 
kinds as other parte of Canada, and root 
crops are always especially good. There is 
no tiner agricultural district than the Mani- 
toulin islands and the region around the 
Spanish river.”

“The winter in Algoma is not nearly so 
eold as it isin Winnipeg and the North-

DEVELOPMENT IN MINES. 


‘‘How is the development of the mines 
progressing 2” 
‘‘In the Lake of the Woods district there 
has been a great deal of development 
goicgon The mines have been very suc- 
cessful of late, and many more are likely to 
be in operation this fall, Lois of machinery 
is on the way, and it is said that before the 
advent of winter 196 stamps will be at 
work crushing tor gold. The two mines 
now in operation are doing exceedingly 
well, and are sending down gold bricks to 
the bank every week, Inthe Rainy Lake 
district explorations are now going on, and 
machinery ia being forwarded so that steady 
work may proceed, The discoveries are 
extending. Belts of gold-bearing rock have 
been found clear down to Shebandowan 
lake, on the Dawson route, 45 milce west 
of Port Arthur. These are the same belts 
which pass the old Huronian mine, which 
was at one time operated, but was abandon- 
ed owing to the difficulty of obtaining access 
to it. There can be no doubt there is a 
great deal of gold tnroughout that country, 
and there is a splendid future in store for 
it. Disecveries of gold have Been made 
east of Port Arthur, at Jackfish bay not 
far from the Canadian Pacific railway. 
From McKellar’s gold mine the lodes have 
been traced further inland, and free gold 
in paying quantities is being found. With 
respect to silver mining, reports from Rapid 
mountain and other points about thirty 
miics south-west of Port Arthur seem to 
indicate there would be much development 
if a rise in the price of silver tcok place. 
There used to be great rivalry in the old 
days between Port Arthur and Fort 
, William,” said Mr. Dawson. ‘‘That is now 
at an end, because both towns are practical- 
ly united, as they are connected by electric 
cars, which make the journey from one 
point to another in twenty minutes.”

fring building materials, in loading ships, 
agricultural operations, and in many 
other fields where formerly it wae put to

those animale, #9 long associated with man 
{n the heaviest work of the world, are 
eharing with him the reliet afforded by the 
use of these inanimate agencies, And yet 
tne Millennium has not made its appear- 


ance. 


Another advantage enjoyed by this gen- 
eration will be increased and extended in 
eoosl measure during the next few years. 
A contemporary refera to a report that 
preparations are making to put om the 
ruarket next year a large supply of bicy- 
ces at greatly reduced prices. It is 
presumable that before many years their 
cost will decline like that of the sewing 
machine and that of clocksand watches, 
until it is brought within the means of 
a.most everybody. The rich man with 
tue fleetest horses and the gyandest equi- 
page will have no advantage over the poor 
man in possessing the means of travelling 
rapidly over the roads. Both of them 
will have their own private vehicles, and 
each can ride when he isso inclined. In- 
vention and competition, besides reducing 
the cost of the bicycle, will provide for 
its propulsion by other motera than mus- 
cular strength, so that the rider will 
enjoy luxurious ease at a trifling expense 
of money. The burdens men carried on 
their shoulders or in their hands they can 
transport with the aid of machinery, and 
they can extend greatly the area within 
which it is possible for them to pursue 
their dctivines. The nursery rhyme talks 
of the time when beggars will ride and 
veritably that day is approaching. 


The application of electricity to public 
transportation will largely reduce its cost 
io those who provide it and those who use 
it. The rupning expense of all machinery 
will be decreased greatly, so that it will be 
maie avatiable for multitudes of private 
uses for which the muscles of man and brute 
are now employed, The main part of the 
drudgery of civilization will be done by the 
forces of nature harnessed for human as- 
sistance, and the exemption from exhausting 
physical labor ounce enjoyed by the few 
ouly will be shared by all. As it is, under 
the present progress of science and meche 
anice, the poor man has ease and luxuries 
formerly denied to even the richest and 
the grandest.

The Essentials for Winter Dairy- 
ing. 

‘‘I find that winter dairying is being 
more generally adopted every season, and 
in the fall of the year come farmers who 
have never tried it before are making pre- 
parations for the work. Last winter a great 
many dairymen went into winter dairying. 
on a email scale, and I have yet to hear of 
one who found the work disappointing,” 
says an exchange. ‘* Despite this annual 
increase of the ranks, there are still com- 
paratively few engaged in this work, either 
through ignorance or a iear to attempt 
anything new. 

** | have found that more depends upon 
the kind of cow one has for winter dairying, 
than in summer dairying, and the animals 
destined for this work cannot be seiected 
too carefully. If you intend to ship milk 
to the city, a good milk-producing cow 
above all else sbould be tried. The cows 
should calve sometime in August, and the 
heifers can be raised for the winter market 
with considerable profit. In August the 
green grass is generally dried up pretty 
well, and as the cows must have food at 
thie time we must depend upon the green 
corn, Good fodder corn planted so as to be 
ready for cating in August and September 
makes the best sort of food for the mother 
cows. The corn will make the milk flow 


freely, and this is the greatest sign of suc- 
cess in the undertaking. If the cows do 
not have green, succulent food at this time 
they will dry up and never pay much for 
their winter keeping. The silo should be 
filled with good corn and grass so that the 
ensilage can be fed out as soon as frost has 
put an end to the green corn. The, ensilage 
should be in sufficient quantity to keep the 
cows in excellent condition until green grass 
comes again the following spring. 

“The rations of the cows engaged in 
winter dairying should be daily about 
twenty-five to thirty pounds of ensilage, 
and two anda half pounds of coarse midd- 
linge morning end night, and two or three 
pounds of clover hay at noon. This ration 
with plenty of fresh water and salt, will 
keep the cows in splendid condition, and 
make them yield » good quantity of rich 
milk and cream through the whole winter. 
If one has roots and cabbages on hand to 
feed to the cows, they will help to make 
the diet more varied, andthe cows will 
appreciate the change. But generaily the 
above ration is eatisiactory, and it is not @ 
difficult one to prepare. The middlings 
should be bought at the season of the year 
woen the cheapest, and in a large quantity 
if any reduction can thus be obtained. The 
water jor the cows to drink should average 
a temperature of about fifty-four degrees, 
and on cold daye it must be warmed to this 
point, Ice cold water will chill the udder, 

| and check tie flow of milk. 

The cows should be;ut into the barn 
nights just assoon as cool weather is here. 
They need this shelter to enable them to 
do their beat, The barn and yard should 
be kept as clean and sweet as possible. 
When the weather gets colder the cracks 
in the barn and stable should be closed up, 
and winds and draughts kept out just as 
much as if you intended to sleep in the 
place yourself. Most of our barns and 
stables are too windy for any cow to live in 
through the winter with any degree of 
comfort. A free use of tarred paper all 
around the building will make a wonderful 
change, Then if theatable is an old fash- 
ioned one, built right on the ground, fill 
up the sides a foot or more with sawdust 
to keep the wind from sweeping up under 
the boards, The warmth and comfortable- 
negs of the stable will make quite a differ-

It is well that 
the class of brood mares in use a few years 
since bave been discarded. 

In starting anew let the man who wants 
to make money in horses endeavor not to 
produce horses cheaply, but to raise the 
the best horse that his surroundings will 
permit. It will be better to get one good 
pair of mares and breed only these than to 
raise a dozen common coita. 

What a change could be wrought in the 
horee stock of the country by 1900 if as the 
horse business revives every welleto—do 
farmer would get even one pair of superior 
pure cred mares of some particular breed 
and breed them to siree of the highest 
excellence. There is no avenue inagricul- 
ture that offers surer returns or more 
permanent success, 

Oate are an exceptionally valuable feed 
for horses. Other feeds will produce as 
much gain in live weight, but there is 
perhaps no single grain feed 20 well adapted 
to grow bone and muscle, and give 
Stamina and endurance in horses, as oats.

A WAR ON THE WEEVIL. 


HOW TO STAMP OUT THE INSECT 
GRAIN-DESTROYER. 


Crops Werth Millions of Dollars Destroyed 
Every YVear-—-The Little Pests Live Un- 
seen in the Grain, and Nibdie Away the 
Kernels—New Remedies. 


The pernicious weevila are making 
themselves so obnoxious that experts are 
now engaged in mahing a special study 

j}of them. Every year they destroy many 
millious of dollars’ worth of stored cereals 
in granaries end elevators. In fact, the 
question how to fight them is one of serious 
and growing economic importance. Strange 
to say, very little scientific attention has 


been directed to these insects up to date,. 


and not much is known about them. 
There are about forty species of these 
insects, some of which are beetles and 
others moths. Nearly all of them are 
assisted immigrants, having been imported 


from abroad in cargoes of grain. In this 
manner they have been distributed by 
commerce toal) parts of the world. 

Three of the speciea actually live in the 
kernels, while the others feed on the 
starchy contente. Grain infested by them 
is unfit for human consumption, and has 
been known to canee serious iliness. It is 
poisonous to horses, and is not wholesome 
even for swine. Poultry, however, find it 
palatable and nutritious. The mothe 
especially are so prolific that the progeny 
of asiugle pair in a twelve month will 
number many thousands, 
destroying 

SEVERAI. TONS OF GRAIN, 


Fortunately, the increase of these pestesis 
checked to some extent by natural enemies 
among which are spiders that inhabit mill, 
and granaries. In the fields they are prey- 
ed upon by birds and bata, 

One of the worst of these insects is the 
familiar “granary weevil,” which 1s men- 
tioned in the ‘teorgics of Virgil. Its 
ravages made it known long before the 
Christian era, It is native to the region 
of the Mediterranean. Having been 
domesticated for so long a time it has lost 
the use of ite wings. The female punctures 
the kernel with her snout and inserts an 
egg froin which is hatched a little worm 
that lives in the hull and feeds on the 
etarchy interior. 

Quite-as bad as this beetle ie a moth 
that comes from the Mediterranean region 
also. The larva, which is known as the 
**fly weevil,’’ does most injury to corn and 
wheat. In six months grain infested by it 
Joses 40 per cent. in weight and 75 per cent. 
of its starchy matter. Incidentally, it is 
rendered totally unfit for food, and bread 
made from wheat infested by the insect is 
said to have caused an epidemic recently 
in Feance. . 

Another wicked imported bug is the 
“rice weevil.” It originated in India, 
whence it has been distributed by commerce 

j all over the world. At present it does as 
| much harm as any other known insect. In 
the tropics generally it dces enormous 
damege. Formeriy, when long voyages 
were necessary in importing grain from the 
East,itfrequently destroyed whole cargoes, 
having plenty of time to muluply. The 
adult beetles of this species cause much

AWFUL TORTURES AT SEA 


A SAILOR MADE TO WEAR A CROSS 
OF CAPSTAN BARS. 


The Frightfal Tortures SuGered by Ses- 
men—Ofictal Deviltry in Designing 
Craecl Punishment—Leg of.a Fieating 
Hell—MNen Turned Adrift iu a Seuth 
American Port. 


The sailors on the American ship Benja- 
min Sewall, which came so near going to 
the bottom on the way to San Francisco, 
tell a vivid story about the brutal treatment 
of seamen who were forced to leave the ves- 
se at Tame, Chile. When the ship got to 
that port in distress five sailors were told 
by the officers to leave. According to the 
atatemen‘s of the seamen, the men who 
were thus discharged intended to have First 
Mate Smith and Second Mate Ostend ar 
rested for cruelty on the high seas, but 
could not do it because there was no 
American Consul at Tame. 

The men turned adrift in Chile were 
Seamen West, Smith,. Rosser, Bismarck 
and Joba Graber. Rosser kept a log of the 
trip to show when the acts of brutality 
complained of were committed. This log 
was written at nights in the forecastle, and 
all the seamen testify the truth of its state- 
ments, Hardly a day passed that some 
seaman was notetruck or punished insome 
peculiar and ingenious fashion. Rosser sent 
the log to San Francisco by one of the 


seamen with instructions to turn it over to 
the authorities, but this was not done. 

On March 6, 10 days cut of port, Mate 
Smith struck Frank Smith in the face four 
times and then made him sit in the lee 
scuppers four hours scraping paint. 

A seaman called Bob by his mates, 
resisted the second mate, who was going 
to beat him. The two mates beat Bob 
insensible, and after he had returned to 
consciousness

on his back, and made him work for 12 
hours scraping and washing paint. There 
were two wounds in his head, from which 
blood flowed. The next day and the day 
following his putiishment continued, Bob 
was compelicd to eat his food in the poop, 
and was not allowed to go forward, Some 
of the sailors saw him, and his face was 
awoilen and his eyes were bioody. He was 
kept on deck all night carrying his cross 
of capatan bars. The mate made him beat 
a tune ona tin can with handspikes. On 
this second day of torture the other sailors 
were compeiled to lower Bob over the side 
to hook a mousing on the toresheet. The 
ship kept dipping him in the water, but he 
was kept tnere half en hour, The next 
day(Sunday)the cross was still kept on the 
seaman’s back. Another sailor who had 
come in fora good share of the beatings, 
John Graber, was sent to the poop to read 
the Bitle to Bob, while the mates stood by 
and laughed. Graber was also compelled 
to pray for the man with the cross on hie 
ck. 


According to the seaman’s log, from that 
time on Bob was given only about three 
hours’ eleepaday. On March 12 Bob was 
sent aloft and made to cry, ‘‘Yes, sir; all 
right, sir,” for half an hour, On the 17th 
the cross of capstan bars was removed by 
the captain’s order. 

On March 30th, while Frank Smith was 
at the wheel,he let the ship be taken back. 
Mate Smith struck him three times in the 
face, and then compelled him to put up 
tackle in the main lower rigging, and to 
hoist and lower himeelf for haif an hour. 
All the time Smith was

Mate Smith got after hie old friend Bob 
again on April 1, and tie log relates that 
the mate attacked him while sending down 
the mizzen royal yard, and, on getting him 
foul in the main waist, beat him over the 
naked back witha bight of rope until hie 
back was black and biue, and covered with 
weits. 

On April 03 the second mate, Ostend, 
knocked Graber down and poked him in 
the eyes with rope to wipe the tears away. 
Two days later a shed like a dog kennel 
was erected on the forward: house for 
Smith to sleep in. 5 

The log relates that cn April 27 Mate | 
Smith getting out of patience with Bob 
because he did not hear one of his com- 
mands, compelled bim to take off his 
trousers on deck. 
of a broom handie, roughened with the 
carpenter's rasp, dipped it in hot tar and 
rubbed it over the sailor's legs until he 
howled with pain. 

On May 5 Mate Smith etruck Seaman 
Graber because he wore his coat while 

-puiling tn the main brace. 

“* After the ship was put on tlhe other 
tack,” saya the log, ‘* the chief mate lashed 


| Graber's coat to his body and marlin- 


hitched his coat sleeves from the shoulders | 
to the wriate so tight that it stopped tne| 
circulation of the blood in hie arms. He | 
did likewise with bis trousers from the | 
thighs to the ankles. Then he took a! 
board one foot by two feet and wrote with | 
chaik the words thereon: ‘I am rot: 
cold; Iamnotsleepy. Toughey, toughey.’ | 
Thie was lashed tw Graber's back. He} 
was sent to tne wheel, so the captain could | 
see him, and waskept there until four 
belis.” 


The sailors were at times compelled to 
march two and two about the deck, carry- i 
iug @ flag and beating

themselves nine feet above the deck. 
Roseer was too weak to do it and was sent 
to the poop for puniehment.
